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associated with that shrine. werfel, although a Jew, was reverential and believing 
in his approach to the story of Bernadette and the shrine at Lourdes. Not so Emil 
Zola, who, in his novel, Lourdesagave expression to his skepticism and unbelief. These 
two opposing points of view, are illustrated in this account of what has happened at 
Lourdes since Bernadettr Soubirons had her visions of "the love ly Lady." But the 
attitude of Zola and those who have shared his skepticism is cited only to be refuted, 
while Werfel's faith in the miracle-working power of our Lady of Lourdes is buttressed 
by example and argument. This is a very well-written account of the developments that 
have taken place at Lourdes. It is written by a Catholic, and is a forthright and 
well documented argument in support of the miracle-working power of "Our Lady of 
Lourdes." But one does not have to accept the author's belief, still less his thesis 
that the conflict between Werfel and Zola and their followers is a conflict between 
the Virgin and Satan, in order to find this volume of interest. When one million 
people go on a pilgrimage to a certain mountain village yearly and thousands claim to 
be cured of their ailments in consequence, we are confronted with a social and re- 
ligious phenomenon that cannot be airily waved aside.

Here is no 
ex posdédion, of faith without works or dogma divorced from .permsengl conduct. Some of the 
straightest thoughts on education, secular and religious, which it has been our good 
fortune to read, are herein contained. The journey from humanism to Christianity 
coincides with Mr. Cammaerts conversion from negation to a faith where his universe 
became God-centered. An interesting analysis of the philosophy of Rousseau and the 
later Romanticists is constantly concerned with the growth of the spirit of worship 
from nature to God, from an adolescent pantheism to an adult "power to believe."

The Canon of Washington Cathedral has given to this book the sub-title, Assays 
on Church Untty. In it he examines the theological presuppositions which, in his judg- 
ment, underly the ecumenicel movement and all thought of a union of Christendom. Him-— 
self an Angelican, but not an Anglo-Catholic, he makes much of the contribution which 
he believes his own communion can make to church union, by serving as a bridge between 
Catholic and Protestant churches, between "Church Christianity" and "Bible Christianity," 
The author believes that not enough thought has been given to the doctrine of the 
Chureh and he proceeds to expound his own thoughts on the subject. Occupying as he 
does a mediating position between the two extremes, he is likely to offend both, but 
his forthright dealing with extremely controversial questions may also be of distinct 
service to the cause of church union by jarring theologians and churchmen into facing 
issues which they have been evading for fear of causing division. This is a book for 
theologians, for churchmen, for all interested in the ecumenical movement of whatever 
denomination. It is decidedly not a book for the average man in the pew. While not 
profound theologically, the average layman would not get much frog -thedisecussion. He 
just "doesn't see any sense in all these divisions," and "wonders why the churches 


can't get together without talking about it so much." (10/16) 


Erskine, John THE HUMAN LIFE OF JESUS Morrow

One can readily understand why John Erskine should wish to write a life of 
Jesus, but it is difficult to comprehend why he wrote a book like this. It is well 
written, as one would expect of John Erskine. The author makes_a conscious effort to 
be objective, as if he were a man from Mars who never heard_of Jesus before, but this 
effort does not always come off. What one would expect of John Erskine is originality, 
a fresh approach to the life and personality of Jesus, comparable to a new portrait by 
an imaginative artist. So many have written a "Life of Jesus" that there is no excuse 
for another, unless the author has fresh light to throw on the great Figure. The only 
Claim to originality is the extent to which Erskine draws upon the early tradition of 
the church, especially the apocryphal gospels. But this approach is not new; many 
Catholic scholars have used it. Moreover, it is full of dangers, for the apocryphal 
writings are so full of legend that they are of doubtful value for an historical study. 
Furthermore, the author blithely disregards many of the accepted findings of New 
Testament scholars in regard to the gospel accounts of the life of Jesus. This is a 
reverential approach to the life of Jesus, although it is one which is more apt to be 
appreciated by those who do not know too much about the subject. However, this would 
leave a fairly large possible clientele, even in "Christian" America. (10/17)
